Our Public Buildings. 

Among the Fodc-ral public huikliui^s 
to the enrly croctiuu of wIul-Ii tliu peo- 
ple looked forward -with au interent 
scaroely* understood in the more ad- 
vanced provinces, the post-office, cus- 
tom-house penitentiary and niariuo- 
hospital may, perhaps, be regarded as 
the principal ones. Anticiijating the 
action of the Government, wo took oo 
casiou, more than a year ago, to point 
out the desirableness of having these 
pubUo edifice^ of a character to be an 
ornament to the town in which they 
might be located, and II credit to the 
Government pf the Dominion . British 
Columbia has beon aptly dcsignatc^d 
"The Pacific face" of tlio i:)ominion. 
Adopting the simile, how very desii a- 
ble it is that the young Empire, the 
"Greater Britain" of the future, slioulu 
keep its face clean and respectable. 
Thousands of persons will see the"Pa- 
citic face" who may never liave an 
opportunity of seeing any oth(>r 
part; and we all know how potent fur 
good or evil are first impressions, - 
how attractive is a handsome face. 
It will beiulvantageous, thereforo, to the 
"whole Dominion, it will bo no moro thiui 
just to British Columbia, that our Fctkn - 
ftl buildings should be of a character to 
favorably impress all who couio to our 
ahoros. It would bo mere alToctatioii to 
dony that there exi.sts a very gonoriil feel- 
ing of dissatisfaction on account of the 
charactor of the public buildings, .so far 
as it has been developed. Tho post-ollice 
(indlading, as it does, certain other pub- 
lic oflSoeB) is half up. It will bo a toler- 
ably good building; hut still, in point of 
architectural beauty and allect, it falLs 
short of the just expectations of tho peo- 
ple. Tho Parliamentary vote for it was, 
wo believe, twonty-threo thousand dollar.s. 
It should have been more; and yet it is 
costing a trifle less. Tho marine hospital, 
»3yet, only exists on paper; and we must 
confess that, considering the very promi- 
nent site salected, it has much less pre- 
tonsiona to architectural beauty tlian 
could be wished. Standing as it were 
tho noBO on the " Pacific face,' it will be 
the first object to attract attention; and 
how agreoablo and salutary it would be 
to haie the approaching visitor ask, 
" What beautiful building is that?" and 
upon being told that it is tho marine hos- 
pital, remark, " That speaks well for tlio 
country." But, as it is, wo fear there is 
great danger of tho marine hospital be- 
ing taken for a nail factory, or something 
of that sort. We believe the Parliament- 
ary vote was twenty thousand dollars 
(noi twouty-live thousand dollars, as has 
been statocl) ; and yet it is nndertaken for 
fourteen thousand, six hundred. No little 
dissatisfnotion has arisen out of this cut- 
ting down process, — not so much, per- 
haps, because less money will be expend- 
ed in tho community as because the Pro- 
vince will be left with a class of public 
buildings scarcely rising above the 
" shabby gontocl." We confess that we 
■hare the feeling, anxious, as wo have 
been, that the Federal , buildings of this 
Province would bo worthy of tho Domin- 
ion and its present Government. It may 
be asked, " ihit, even taking tlie vote of 
twenty tlionnand for the marine hospital, 
why is it cut down to fourteen thousand, 
■ix hundred V" Wo believe the intention 
of the Federal authorities was that eigh- 
teen thousand should be expended on the 
buildings, the remainder going to lay out 
and ornament the grounds. If, through 
tho intensity of competition, work wliicli 
ought to cost between seventeen and eigli- 
teen thousand is being undertaken for 
oonsiderably less, of course that i.i a cir- 
cnmatanoe very much to be regretted; yet 
the iaalt may not lie at the Fedsral 
door. There is this, however, to be said: 
Wore these Federal works promptly- 
entered upon without all tliis tedious 
drawling and vexinj; delay, contiactors 
would bo leas liable to cut jjrices down 
to non-remunerativo rates; and we foul 
quite sure that there is no desire on the 
pkit of tlie Federal authorities that the 
public works of the Pacific Province 
should bo done at a loss. There is the 
Custom-house, at the foot of Jiruughton 
street, and tho Penitentiary. Why are 
not these commenced ? It is this hang- 
ing-fire, this dilly-dallying that is wearing 
out public jiationco. Meanwhile we are 
rather disposed to think that it lies more 
with tho political reprcscntativi's of tlif> 
Province to impress the Federal (riivei-u- 
meni with tho unwisdom of pursuing such 
a dilatory and stingy policy in regard to 
the poblio buildings. In the case of the 
other Provinces, tho original Parliament- 
ary appropriations are generally sujjple- 
montod. In tho case of Jiritish ('iduni- 
bia they are jjurud down'. Nor will this 
procrastmation insure cheaper labor — if 
that bo a desirable attainment. Hundreds 
of men have, after mouths of waiting, 
either left the country in disgust or they 
will bo absorbed in the railway surveys, 
and labor will bo dearer, instead ul 
ohoaper. Tho Federal works ought to 
have been comjjloted now, instead of be- 
ing talked about. 

How Now, Sir Oracle v 

On the 12th inst. our contc:nporary 
publisiiod, uridcr u "liip, liip, liiirndil" 
heading, one of tlio.so pi(jdi;fi(nis "ox- 
clufiive" telograniH which it made tiic 
basis of an appeal for increased jiiildic 
patronage, a few weeks ago. In this 
particular telegram the following puf»- 
sage occurred: "Orders have been is- 
sued to adopt tho route of tlu; Canada 
Pacific Railway between Victoria and 
Seymour Narrows ut once." The re- 
mainder of the telegram was a mere re- 
hash of what wo had announced our- 
Bolvestwo wookfl before. Tho next day our 
contemporary had a leading article and 
an item on the thrilling announcouient 
of tho final sottleniont uf tiio vexed 

aueation. Tho leading article oiienod 
xuBly; "The Bpecial telegram pub- 
lished in these columns yesterday, malc- 
ing known tho fact that orders h.'ivo 
been issued to adopt nt once tlio route 
of tlio Canadian Pucniic Railway lic- 
tv/eon Victoria and S(-yiiiour Niirrow.s, 
has been received by every one in this 
«it;r witb leelinge of ^tbe most tmrnued

satisfaction." Tlii.s is how the itoin 
read: "A few in our midst could not 
bring themselves to believe the news 
jjubli.shcd yesterday, concerning ' tho 
railway, thinking the intelligence was 
too good to be true. We satisliod curi- 
osity by producing the original mes- 
sage to one or two, and they leffc.^on 
their way rejoicing, convinced in their 
own minds that their property was a 
'little' bit enhanced in value." You 
see, when shown the original telegram, 
with "Amor Do Cosmos" at tlio bot- 
tom, they knew it was genuine, and 
that name was a guarantee that it was 
true,— -for did'nt ho tell that fellow at 
Ottawa, in his grandest style, "Si-r-r-r, 
I love the truth, and I despise A liar"? 
Jewiiillicans! how poor Pl.^nkti's must 
have slirunk into hia very boots! AVell, 
as wo have said, these api)eared on the 
llith. Aftor tliat the organ pitched into 
us for daring to point out the utter ab- 
surdity of tho spurious telegram, and 
exposing the real object of its concoc- 
tor.

At tho last oxamination day tho 
children were proniisod that at the Sum- 
mer yacation prizes would bo given, for 
it was fully expected that tho application 
to the Governmont for some small amount 
for that purpose would have been acced- 
ed to; but as tho application has not re- 
ceived a favorable rosponso tho citizens 
will bo called upon to subscribe somo 
amaU amount to carry out this praise- 
worthy object. Money spent in buying 
flelcot books to bo given as reward of merit 
will not only have the ofTect of stimulat- 
ing the pupils in the prosecution of their 
studies, but from tho interest naturally 
taken in such pru.sentations will probably 
attact a number of thopare.itaof the chil- 
dren to witness tho proceedings. It is 
muoh'to be desired that the parents of 
the children should be present on theso 
occasions. It is duo to tho teachor that 
they should be there. On the occasion 
of tho last oxamination of aomo 100 or 
more boys tho attendance of the parents 
■was represented by only two of them. 
Such indiflerenco on the part of parents 
who are getting their children gratui- 
tously taught i;i really too bad; and fur- 
ni.shos poor encouragonientfor teachere to 
do thoir best. Tho teachers are energetic 
and zoalous in their vocations, and parents 
by thoir presence on thoso examination 
days should .show thoir appreciation of 
their effort. We trust that the presenta- 
tion 'of prizes will iof use a new life into 
tbo examinations, and advance the inter- 
asts of Public Schools, and wo are sure 
tli.%t our citizenr,'whjn called upon will 
ehoorfully give their mito in support of 
tho projiosition.

London, June 2t)— Ureat Eastern will 
reach Heart's Content on Saturday. 
The Irish papers contaib particulars of 

terrible riot at a fire in Dnblin on the 
night of the 7tli Juno. At about 11 o'clock 
the fire broke out in Kelly's lumber yard 
and store in Thomas street — ono of the 
most densely populated parts of the city. 
Within an hour after tho firo commenced 
from 20,000 to oO.OOO persons had assem- 
bled in tho neighborhood, thoir object 
being to ulundor tlie houses. S(5on after 
tho arrival of tiic lire engines, the [irinci- 
pal wut(>r pipe burst, wliL'n the iiinli tore 
the hose from tho hydrant, which they 
smashed. Captain lugraham then hail 
tlio street torn up and a street engine put 
iu which worked in the waste water from 
tlie main. Tho lire spread and tho police 
w(^rc powerless to nuiintain order. Tho 
mob tore open the roof of tho house oc- 
cupiful by ^Iidionay, a wine merchant, and 
jjillaged dozimsof cases of their contents. 
Polii;oinon v.r re stoned and some of them 
completely disabled. Several priests, 
who tried to clietk the disorder, v.irt' 
l)cateii liy the mob and the windows of 
tludr oliapcls smashed. Four comi)nnit}s 
of infantry with dragoons wore called out 
and at length restored order. Three fire- 
men and several soldiers were seriously 
wounded. Mob threw bricks and ston 
froui houaos upon the soldiers and fought 
them with bludgeons, Forty-sevun riot 
ers were disabled, and many badly wound 
od. .
